Described in some quarters as a 


blow to labor and greeted in others 
with "delight," the 5-4 split decision 
ruled out the Empire State's 1933 
law on the ground it violated "The 
right to make contracts." 


Whether their own laws would 


stand or fall became an immediate 
question of importance to officials in 
many of the 16 states where statute 
books contain at least some of the 
provisions written into the New York 
Legislation. 


The majority opinion, read by 


Justice Butler and concurred in by 
Justices Van Devanter, McReynolds, 
Sutherland and Roberts, held that a 
state has no power "to prohibit, 
caange or nullify contracts between 
employers and adult women workers 
as to the amount of wages to be 
paid." 


The minority opinion, by Chief 


Justice Hughes, joined by Justices 
Brandeis, Stone and Cardozo, argued 
that there is nothing In the constitu- 
tion "which denies to the states the 
power to protect women from being j 
exploited by over-reaching employers 
through the refusal of a fair wage." i

Arthur F. Hallinan, local W.PA man- 
ager, has done what he could to un- 
ravel the red tape that Is hampering 
WPA operations. 


As the result of the latest visit of 


WPA Officials, we have been prom- 
ised that the hot asphalt to complete 
West Union street will arrive h*re 
Tuesday or Wednesday of this week, 
and that materials to complete Hud- 
son street, Mary's avenue, Albany 
avenue and LInderman avenue will 
arrive In Kingston Friday of this 
week. We have no guarantee, how- 
ever, that what has been promised 
will actually .happen, because WPA 
projects are under the management 
and control of the Federal govern- 
ment and its affairs are directed from 
several bureaus in the city of Al- 
bany. On account of the large num- 
ber of complaints received from lo- 
cal residents, which complaints have 
been transmitted to the WPA, the 
WPA has agreed -with us that no fur- 
ther projects shall be started until 
the uncompleted jobs are finished. 


We wish to assure Miss Hillis, and 


ot&er citizens, that the city authori- 
ties are doing everything fn their 
power to urge the'successful and ef- 
fective prosecution-of all WPA proj- 
ects, but the 
actual 
performance 


thereof Is entirely beyond the power 
of city authorities.
